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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. 
Since this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the 
previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14. 
Applicant's submission filed on 02/02/2009 has been entered. 

Claims 1, 3-6, 12-15 and 18 are pending. 

Objection: Base claim 1 contains a proviso excluding some of compounds; 
these compounds are outside the scope of the instant formula. Claim 5 is 
redundant as A is benzene as defined for the base claim 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 
1 22(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 12-15 and 18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Bratton et al. (US 7244763, page 53; Provisional application filing 
date 04/17/2003) as well as Auerbach et al. (US 6875780, Provisional 
application filing date 04/05/2002, 06/05/2002). 

Bratton et al. and Auerbach et al. teach 




corresponding to the compounds of the instant claims, wherein ring A is 
unsubstituted (instant claims is drawn to A ring being optionally substituted), X is 
CH2, n of Xb is 1 , Xa is spacer having main chain of 2 atoms, Ar is substituted 
phenyl. 

As for claim 18, the following is noted: The preamble of the claim 18 
relating to GPR40 receptor function, is not given patentable weight because the 
property is inherent to the compound. A preamble is generally not accorded any 
patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the 
intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on 
the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural 
limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 
(CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 
195. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 
148 USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for 
determining obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at 
issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1, 3-6, 12-15 and 18 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Bratton et al. (7244763 Provisional application filing date 
04/17/2003) as well as Auerbach et al. (US 6875780, Provisional application 
filing date 04/o5/2002, 06/05/2002). 

Bratton et al. and Auerbach et al. teach compounds encompassed by the 
instant formula. 

Bratton et al. and Auerbach et al. do not teach all the conceivable 
compounds of the instant formula. The difference is that the substituents on 
the core formula of the instant case and in the prior art compounds are 
different but the differing groups are commonly employed substituents in the 
art to modify and optimize biological properties of otherwise pharmaceutically 
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active ingredients. Obviousness based on similarity of structure and functions 
entails motivation to make the claimed compound in expectation that 
compounds of similar in structure will have similar properties; therefore, one of 
ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to make the claimed compounds in 
searching for new compounds.
